The Chicago News Almanac for 1S91 has 


published a statement of what there is con- 
tained In the silver bullion act, passed by 
congress last July. It is presumed that 
almanac will be regarded as a fair an< 
trustworthy publication. The REVIEW wil 
set out its statement of the contents of that 
bill. This will be done at some length be- 
cause, through the repeated attempts of the 
republican party to misrepresent the rea 
situation, a clear understanding of what 
was done has become a matter of great im 
portance. The News Almanac has the fol 
lowing to say: 


"The law for the purchase of silver bul 


lion, and the issue of treasury notes thereon 
directs the secretary of the treasury to pur- 
chase from time to time silver bullion to the 
aggregate amount of 4,500,000 ounces, or so 
much thereof as ia*y be offered in each 
munib, at the market price, cot exceeding 
Si for 372 25 grains of pure sliver, and to 
issue in pa>ment for tnese purchases ol 
silver bullion treasury notes ot the Uniteo 
States in denominations not less than $1 
nor moie than Si,0000, in such form as the 
secretary may prescribe. These treasur> 
notes are redeemable on demand in coin a: 
the treasury of the United States or at tbe 
office of auy assistant treasury clerk. When 
so redeemed they may be reissued, but no 
greater or less amounts of such notes shall 
be outstanding *t any time than the cost of 
the silver bullion and the standard silver dol- 
lars coined therefrom then held in the treas- 
ury purchased by such notes. These treas- 
ury notes are a legal tender in payment of 
all debts, public and private, except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated in the con- 
tract. They are receivable for customs, 
taxes and all public duty, and when so re- 
ceived may be reissued. Such notes, when 
held by any national banking association, 
may be counted as a part of its lawful re- 
serve. Upon demand of the bolder of any 
ot these treasury notes the secretary of the 
treasury, under such regulations as he may 
prescribe, is required to redeem sqch notes 
in gold or silver coin at his discretion. This 
y>'9vision is supplemented by the declara- 
tion that it is the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two metals 
on a parity with each other upon tbe pres- 
ent legal ratio or such ratio as may be pro- 
vided by the l»w. 
The secretary of tbe 


treasury is required each month to coin 2,- 
OUO, 000 ounces of the silver bullion pur- 
chased under the provisions of the act Into 
standard silver dollars until July 1, 1803. 
After that time he is to coin as much as 
may be necessary to provide for the redemp- 
tion of these silver treasury notes, and any 
gain or seigniorage arbing from such coinage 


to be accounted for and paid into the 


jury. 
The silver bullion purchased 


It this law is subject to tbe require- 


menta of existing law and the regulations 
of the mint service governing the methods 
Of determining the amount of pure silver 
contained and the amount of charges or de- 
ductions, if any, to be made. 


This law directs tbe secretary of the 


treasury to purchase bullion from any man 


- who offers it for sale. Tbe Mexican can 


take some to Washington and dispose of it 
ID the government under this act, provided 
only that the aggregate amount of silver 
bullion for the month has not been pur- 
chased when he arrives. The law makes 
no distinction at all between foreign and 
domestic silver. And yet republican con- 
ventions keep right along, day after day, 
attributing such a distinction to the law. 
This is highly moral politics; it is shoved 
at you by the party that claims to have a 
Monopoly of all tbe virtues.

David Longnecker, a farmer living near 


Oakley, was fined about four weeks ago in 
Justice Provost's court, for working on 
Sunday. The fine was small, 88.50, with 
he costs. The complainant was a uelgh- 
>or, Jacob Tidrow, who claimed that he 
was greatly disturbed by Mr. Longnecker. 
Longnwker Is a Seventh Day Adventist, 
and does not wotk on Saturday, but he does 
work on Sunday, though he is a law abid- 
ing and peaceable citizen, and dont inter- 
fere with his neighbors. When he was 
fined he gave notice of an appeal. 


Now the case is to be made one of consid 


erabie importance, and Longnecker will nol 
pay that fine till theUnited States supreme 
court says he has to. A. F. Ballenger, sec- 
retary of the National Religious Liberty as- 
sociation, arrived in Decatur Monday to 
take a hand. The association is formee 
for the purpose of keeping church and state 
apart, and it does that by seeing that the 
government does not interfere in any way 
with a man's religious beliefs. Mr. Ballen 
ger looked up the Longnecker case, saw 
some of the witnesses, saw the justice, saw 
a Decatur lawyer, and then called on States 
Attorney Mills and asked him to drop thr 
case. That is dismiss it, on the ground tha 
the offense charged is not a violation ol 
any law. Mr. Mills did not prosecute the case 
himself, because he was sick at the time 
He could not say al once what he would do 
but said he would look it up and then giv< 
his decision. He thought it quite likely 
that he would look at the matter as Mr 
Ballenger did. 


If, however, it is decided to insist on the 


payment of the fine, the association simplj 
as one way of carrying out one of the pur 
poses of its organization, will itself tak 
up the case and fight it to the court of las 
resort. The bost lawyers will be engaged 
and there will be no end to the till case ther 
is not a step to take in behalf of thedef s nse 


The National Religious Liberty associa

Ejcli letter was very light 
As the postage for the package was 2> 
cents, and the postage for the letters withii 
was S5 cents, the package was sent for 5 
cents. It each letter was sent separate!, 
the postage would be 70 cents, gaining by 
the scheme 15 cents. Many packs wer 
sent and several dollars were saved.
